1. This office action is in response to amendments filed on July 16, 2003 and December 22, 
2003. Claims 1, 4, 7, 9-13, 15-17, 19 and 20 were previously pending. In an amendment filed 
July 16, 2003, Applicants cancelled claims 17-20, added new claims 21 and 22, and amended 
claims 4, 7, 12, 13. In an amendment filed July December 22, 2003, Applicants cancelled claims 
9, 10, 15 and 16 and amended claims 1, 4, 7, 11-13, 21 and 22. Applicants' amendments and 
claim cancellations overcame the following rejections: rejection of claims 4, 7, 12 and 13 under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph and rejection of claims 17, 19 and 20 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
over Lockhart et al. 

2. Following interviews with Carol Francis on December 17 and 19, 2003, claims 1 and 1 1 
were amended, putting the application in condition for allowance.
